FRUIT GROWERS 
IN CONVENTION 


Adams County Orchardists Hear Ad­ 


dress on Practical Topics. 
Fer­ 


tilization and Pruning Occupy At­ 


tention of County Fruit Growers. 


The first session of the Fifth Annual I 
Convention of the F ru it Growers’ As­ 
sociation of Adams County was 
held 
in F ruit Growers' Hall, Bendersville. 
on Wednesday afternoon. 
The presi­ 
dent. Robert M. Eldon, was 
ill

Chester J. Tyson presided. 


The first address of the afternoon 
was made by Prof. John P. 
Stewart, 
who bas charge of the Department of 
Experimental H orticulture at Penn­ 
sylvania State College. 
His subject 
was ‘"Orchard F ertilization.” 
Fret. 
Stewart 
has 
several 
experimental 
plots and has done a great amount of 
careful work to find the results *»f 
using the various kinds of fertilizer**. 
The Adams County 
orchardists 
gut 
the benefit of this in 
a talk which 
showed the most careful 
work 
ami 
thought. 
Numerous charts were pro­ 
duced to show the effects of different 
methods and to show 
the 
respective 
value of stable manure and commer 
cial fertilizer. 
In some cases the one 
was preferred and in other 
cases the 
second was d«*emed the better for use. 
An interesting part of the lecture 
was the discussion of the cultivated 
soil and sod mulch orchards 
By tm* 
sod mulch he meant orchards covered 
with straw, about three tons to ti e 
acre, every year. He said that during 
the past two years, both of which were 
exceptionally dry the sud mulch 
o r­ 
chards seemed to retain th** moistene 
fatter than the cultivated orchards.

HE feed of the brood sows 
through the winter should be 
such as will keep theui thrifty 
and vigorous without becom­ 
ing fat. So much has been said against 
corn as a food for brood sows that 
many feeders omit it entirely, substi­ 
tuting more expensive feeds. This is 
unnecessary. 
Corn is one of the best 
feeds that can be obtained for the 
basis of the ration. 
It is rich in heat 
and energy producing materials, fur­ 
nishing these at less cost than they 
can be obtained in any other food-

stuff. 
The mistake in feeding corn 
comes in feeding it exclusively. Some 
foodstuff rich iu protein should be 
fed with it. as this element is needed 
In considerable quantities in the pro­ 
duction of young. 
Feeding the Breed Seer. 
Some succulent and loosening feed 
should also be given to keep the bowels 
in order when the sows are not on J 
grass. There is no feed that will take 1 
the place of grass for brood tows, but 
it is ol course impossible to obtain 
this in wiuter. 
A little silage m a/ be 
fed. although it should not be given 
in large amounts. Pumpkins, squashes 
and roots of all kirda are excellent. It 
Is a good plan to have a cellar under 
part of the hog house in which such 
feed CHD be stored, 
if the true value 
of this vegetable adjunct were under­ 
stood property it would be seen at once 
bow important it is to provide rn way 
to keep a store of these aids to diges­ 
tion for winter use. 
Bogs have small stomachs and are 
more adapted to grain than to rough­ 
age. yet the mistake of giving the feed 
in too concentrated a form should not 
be made. 
A little bran will dilute the ! 
heavier feeds. 
Cut clover or alfalfa • 
bay may be used for the same pur­ 
pose. 
A hayrack built at one side of 
the i>eu and kept filled with good 
clover hay is a good thing. The sows 
will eat large amounts of it and relish 
It. 
The feed of brood sows should 
be given dry or slightly moistened, 
never in the form of a slop. Pigs from 
slop fed sows are overlarge, are born 
with difficulty and are weak and flabby. 
Where plenty of skimmilk eau be had 
it makes an excellent addition to the 
ration. It is more especially a feed for 
young pigs than for brood sows. how­ 
ever. The following an* a few rations 
for brood sows that have given good 
success: 
Coni. one-third; oats, one-third; bran, 
one-third. 
Corn, nine-tenths; tankage, oue-tenth. 
Corn, one-half; clover or alfalfa, one- 
half. 
lf the clover or alfalfa is cut before 
feeding and soaked from one feed to 
the next it eau be mixed with the grain 
part of the ration and all given to­ 
gether. 
These feeds should be given 
at the rate of one-half to three-quar­ 
ters of a pound per hundred pounds of 
live weight according to the condition 
of the sows, lf some of the sows tend 
to get too fa t while the others are only 
in good condition, It will pay to put 
them in a pen where they can be fed 
separately. Pumpkins and roots make 
a valuable addition to any of these ra­ 
tions. As farrowing time approaches a 
little oil meal, about five pounds to IOO 
pounds of the other feed, may be add­ 
ed to the ration to advantage. 
Plenty of fresh water is essential for 
the brood sows and the other hogs as 
well at all seasons of the year. If the 
farm is equipped with a water system. 
so that water can be piped directly to 
the hog house, it will be a great con­ 
venience. 
In the summer barrels or 
small tanks with automatic waterers 
attached furnish a constant supply of 
clean water. 
Cars at Farrowing Tims. 
A few days before the sow is due to 
farrow she should be given a pen by 
herself, so that she may become ac­ 
customed to it and feel at home when 
farrowing time comes. Bed the pen 
with good clean straw, but do not use 
too much of it. aa the pigs will be 
more likely to get tangled op and lain 
on. lf the sow is Inclined to be n e t­ 
less fenders about eight inches high 
around the pen help tor prevent her 
from lying on the pigs. 
The feed 
should be gradually reduced until the 
last day before farrowing, when the 


sow abcsfid bs given nothing hot rn 
bran mash arith a little oil meal added. 
This will cool ber system and reduce 
the likelihood of ber eating or killing 
her pigs. 
With old sows little attention will be 
needed at farrowing time. though Tt 
always pays to be on hand to see that 
everything is going well. lf the weath­ 
er is cold the pigs should be dried and 
warmed aa soon as born. A good way 
to do this is to bare a basketful of 
straw, with a jug of hot water lo 
the middle. If the pigs are put on the 
straw and the basket covered with a 
sack they will soon be warm, lively 
and reedy for their first meal. If the 
sow is in an individual house, hanging 
a lantern in the peak will help to keep 
up the temperature. In extremely cold 
weather pens inside a large bog bouse 
should be covered with boards or blan­ 
kets. The bouse should be provided 
with a stove if many early pigs are 
expected. 
Clo not make the mistake of feeding 
the sow right away after farrowing. 
For the first day or two she is better 
off without anything but water. 
At 
the end of this time a few dry oats 
may t>e given. The feed should be In­ 
creased gradually, using the same ra­ 
tion as was given before farrowing. 
The appearance of the pigs will be the 
best guide as to the feed that should 
be giveu the sow. 
if they begin to 
scour give the sow a tablespoonful of 
blood meal with ber next feed or half 
a down eggs, 
lf the pigs are consti­ 
pated add a little oil mea I to the sow’s 
ratiou or give her more sloppy food. 
The pigs should be given considera­ 
ble excretes or they are liable to get 
too fat. get the thumps and die. There 
should be a place where they can get 
outdoors every pleasant day. 
Sun­ 
shine is as (*sseotial to a tittle pig aa 
It is to a corn plant. 


Feeding the Pigs. 
The cost of gains on pigs la 50 per 
cent lower while they are nursing than 
it is afterward. 
Aa soon as they are 
well started they should be pushed as 
rapidly ae possible. 
The sow should 
be given all the feed she can use. 
Sloppy feed increases the milk flow 
and should be given In liberal amounts. 
The same may be said a t skimmilk. 
The following rations will serve as a 
guide for feeding sows s t this time: 
Corn, onwetxth; skimmilk. flve-eirths 
Corn, one-third; oats. ose-tblrd; mid­ 
dlings, one third. 
Corn, 
eight-ninths; 
tankage, 
ooe 
ninth. 
Corn, five-eighths; oats. one-quarter, 
gluten feed. on e ig h th . 
~ It will not bs long until the pigs are 
able to est e little for the m e tre s 
They should be encouraged by giving 
them feed in a pen by themselves. 
where the older bogs cannot get to it. 
In a few days the pigs will get to eat­ 
ing regularly. 
For the first three 
months It will pay to feed them three 
times a day. A pig'" stomach Is small. 
and It cannot eat enough In the morn­ 
ing to last until night. 
Pasture and forage crops are easer) 
tin! for cheap and rapid gains In 
young pigs. 
They 
are also much 
healthier than when kept in a small 
pen with no green feed. At the Wis­ 
consin experiment station It was found 
that from 500 to 1.000 pounds of pork 
could be produced from an acre of 
rape. Testa at the Iowa experiment 
station show that nearly 300 pounds of 
pork can be produced from an acre of 
timothy. 
In both these experiments 
grain was fed in addition, but the 
gains given are those produced by the 
green feed alone. 
The best results are obtained when 
grain is fed on pasture. The amount 
to feed will depend largely upon the 
relative prices of grain and pork. A 
licht ration of grain produces cheaper 
cains, as the pigs will ear more grass. 
The gains produced in this way are 
not so rapid as where more grain is 
fed. When grain is Dor too high and 
t*ork a good price it pays td feed n

the pigs on the market as soon as pos­ 
sible. Alfalfa or clover makes the best 
pasture. Rape and peas are good for 
temporary pastures. For a permanent 
pasture blue grass and white clover 
are very good. A mixture of clover 
and rape sown with oats in the spring 
makes the best kind of fab pasture 
when the other pastures are liable to 
be scanty picking. 
When com is not worth over 30 
cents a bushel the cheapest gains will 
be made by feeding corn alone or in 
connection with skimmilk. provided 
that plenty of green food is given. As 
the price of corn advances the use of 
supplementary feeds high in protein 
becomes more profitable. With corn at 
50 cents a bushel the use of one part 
of meat meal or tankage to nine parts 
of corn will reduce the cost of gains 
nearly a dollar a hundred pounds. The 
difference to even more marked when 
corn Is fed In a dry lo t 
There Is usually little to be gained 
in grinding corn for hogs, hut It will 
be s d advantage to shell It and soak It 
from one feed to the n ex t Experi­

Wakefield was the 
next man to shoot s o m e one. and the 
rom mi nee. wishing to make an exam 
pie of bint and fearing that if they 
looki*<1 Info the matter they might run 
against a case of self defense or some­ 
thing of thp kind, though they gave 
him a trial, did not mkt? tile trouble to 
strum t: witnesses for the defense.

“It is not necessary,” replied the 
plaintiff.

“Y« ur honor.** interrupted opp sing 
counsel, “the law gives no civil rem­ 
edy for the stealing of a Insly. forthc-e 
Is no property right In a corpse to give 
any one a right to r**eorer In a «rtr* 
for violation of sepulcher.’* 
“Th** learned eon”sci.” pursued the 
claimant, “should Insert tin* word ‘liv­ 
ing.* 
I admit that no living person 
has a right »o recover for violation of 
sepulcher. That right is vested in th** 
corpse. But in previous rases tile corpse 
has not come into court to claim Ifs 
rights. A civil action may l>e brought 
for breaking and entering a 
place 
where tile body is hurled, the same 
constituting a 
trespass, 
for 
which 
damages can he recovered 
The law 
has often interfered to protect the 
rights of us corp ses. And as no one 
can own any Indy except his own oo 
one can remove a lindy without th** 
court’s permission, which can only P* 
granted in liehalf of the body itself. 
“Having shown your honor that th** 
defendant is univ accountable to mc 
a corpse, and that he has willfully in­ 
terfered wit Ii my rest In the grave, hr.s 
brought me hack to a life that is irk­ 
some to me. I ask that he lie com­ 
manded by the c«airt to pay me the 
damages cia lined.” 
The judge looked at the defendant’s 
counsel, but he was so dazed by the 
remarkable legal knowledge on th** 
part of a corpse that he could u*»t 
think of a single argument iii rebuttal 
He collapse 
At this piint a stranger in those 
parts arose and said to his honor: 
“I ani Judge Tatterton of the su­ 
preme conn of ---- and traveling In 
your county.

Wild Scant* Follow Speech by an Al­ 
derman 
Favoring the 
Revolution. 
United Statee Marines Have Net 
Yet Arrived at Corinto. 


Corinto, Nicaragua, Dec. 16.—There 
weer scenes of wild disorder in Man­ 
agua. the capital, again Tuesday night. 
During a meeting of the aldermen one 
of them made a speech denouncing 
Madriz and favoring the revolution. 
The speech was greeted with cheer* 
and hooting, and a free fight among 
the government and anti government 
elements followed. 
Two pistol shot* 
were fired. 
The row extended to the 
street. Twenty arrest* were made. 
The speech of the alderman, which 
ii tarted the trouble, wa* of the fiery 
order of oratory adopted by Enrique 
Corda when he addressed the demon­ 
strators Tuesday. The speaker han­ 
dled Madrls without gloves a* one who 
would not be accepted by the insur­ 
gents as a president of Nicaragua. 
The revolution, Estrada and his offi­ 
cers and men 
were lauded by the 
speaker, who boldly asserted his sym­ 
pathy for the insurgent cause. 
His remarks were 
received 
with 
cheers by many, while other members 
of the aldermanic chamber gave vent 
to a contrary sentiment by hooting. In 
a few moments a fist fight was on and 
numberless blows were struck In the 
melee two shots were fired, but what-1 
ever damage wa* done ha* been con­ 
cealed. 
When the shooting occurred the po­ 
lice interfered and succeeded in ar­ 
resting twenty of the fighters. 
The 
sid lers also were called out to pre 
B tvve order in the streets wh*re the I 
quarrel of the aldermen 
had 
been 
taken up by partisans. Throughout the 
night the streets were filled with sol­ 
diers. and a systematic search for con­ 
cealed weapons was made upon every 
one who ventured from his home.

Passenger Train Dashed Down Fifty- 
Feet Embankment Mid Landed In 
the Water—George Gould and Son 
Badly Shaken Up. 


Reidsville, N. C.0 Dec. 16. — Before 
most of the passengers in two sleep­ 
ing cars had been awakened, and while 
the occupants of the two passenger 
coachee were just beginning to stir, 
after a night’s ride, the four rear care 
of train No. ll, of the Southern rail­ 
way, were dashed down a fifty-foot 
embankment from Reedy Fork trestle, 
ten miles from here and twelve miles 
north of Greensboro, killing fourteen 
persons and injuring thirty other pas­ 
sengers. 
The ears that left the track landed 
In the small creek that flowed beneath 
the trestle. The wildest scene of panic 
prevailed, aa the sleeping passengers 
•ttempted to escape from the c a n 
•mid the scene of death. 
Names of Victims. 
The names of those reported killed 
were: John A. Broadnax, of Greens­ 
boro. N. C.; V. EL Halcomb, a lawyer 
of Mount Airy, N. C.; Edward Sexton, 
of Denton, N. C.; Frank W. Kilby, for­ 
merly of Portsmouth, Va., whose pres­ 
ent address Is not known; A. P. Cone, 
superintendent of the Richmond divi­ 
sion of the Southern railway; D. C. 
Nolen, conductor of one of the Pull­ 
man cars; C. H. White, traveling audi­ 
tor for the Southern railway; Charles 
Eagby. a flagman; Richard Eames. of 
New York city, and Isaac Donlin, a 
Pullman porter, address unknown. 
George Gould, the New York mil­ 
lionaire. and his son were passengers 
in one of the sleeping cars bound from 
Norfolk to Thomasville. N. C. 
Both 
Mr. Gould and his son were slightly 
injured. 
The wrecked train was operated lo­ 
cally between Richmond and Atlanta, 
Ga 
and carried sleepers from Rich­ 
mond to Charlotte and from No-folk 
to Charlotte. At the Reedy Creek tres­ 
tle, after the engine and the mail and 
three baggage cars had passed over 
the trestle in safety, the two coaches 
End two sleepers were derailed from 
some defect, which has not yet been 
ascertained. 
Conductor's Close Call. 
The injured passengers and train­ 
men were taken to St. Lukes hospital, 
Greensboro. N. C., where they were 
cared for. 
Conductor G. H. Gobi0, of 
Richmond, was 
slightly injured and 
h I a very narrow escape from drown­ 
ing. 
Thr Richmond Pullman car was to­ 
tally demolished in its pluns-o down 
the embankment 
and the wreckage 
lies now in the waters of Reedy Fork 
creek. Under this wreckrg it is said 
that there are a number of bodies of 
passengers who were unable to extri­ 
cate themselves and were drowned in 
the water of the creek. 
Practically every passenger in the 
rear coaches of the train was injured. 
Ma: y of the injured, it is believed, 
will die. 
Another train earning in­ 
jured passengers to Greensboro has 
left the scene of the wreck.

APPLES OF THE NORTHWEST. 


Enormous Crop Pure hosed Per Eastern 
end European Markets. 
Contracts have been dosed In Spo­ 
kane. Wash., by an eastern firm fur 
more than $000,000 worth of W ashing­ 
ton and Oregon apples for eastern 
European trade, and the purchaser as­ 
pects to reach the $1,000,000 mark be­ 
fore returning home after looking over 
the orchards in central Idaho and 
western Montana. 
While In Spokane 
he bought the entire output of Aret 
aud second grades grown in the Mead­ 
ow lake orchards, estimated at 30.00Q 
boxes, previous to which he contracted 
for 90.000 boxes in the Hood river and 
Mosier districts in Oregon, 
buying 
also 35.000 boxes from the Dumas or­ 
chards at Walla Walla, Wash., and 
15.000 boxes from the orchards at Gar­ 
field. Wash. 
The purchaser said the prices receiv­ 
ed by the growers In the Hood river 
district were the highest ever paid tor 
their fruit. 
His purchases there ag­ 
gregated more than $200,000, and be 
paid as high as $2.50 a box, or 5 cent* 
a pound. 
He also paid $2.50 and in 
several 
instances $2.75 a box for 
W ashington apples of the first grade. 
Much of the superiority of the w est­ 
ern apple over the product of the New 
York districts is in the picking and 
packing. 
Growers fully understand 
these advantages, and that is where 
they are wise. 
Their fruit is picked 
ripe and carefully graded and honestly 
packed, the result being that buyer* 
are pleased. 
There Is not the least danger that 
the growers In the northwest will over­ 
do the apple industry. 
Tbey could 
not do that even 
by doubling or 
trebling the present orchard area. The 
apple crop of the United States wa* 
about (17.000.000 barrels in 1S9G. and lo 
no yea. since then has it am ounted to 
more than 35.000,000 barrels. The pres­ 
ent crop will not reach that figure. 
When it Is considered that the pop­ 
ulation of the United States bas in- 
crossed probably by 20.000,000 since- 
1808. while the apple production ha* 
fallen from AT.800,000 to 35,000.000 bar­ 
rels, It can be readily seen th at It Is 
out of qaeetloB to think that the apple 
growers in W ashington. Oregon. Idaho, 
M ontana and Colorado can oversupply 
the ever torreeslng market. 


Utilising Bern Manure. 
Many farm ers are beginning to save - 
their stable and lot m anure and a No­ 
lo keep enough live stock to m ake 
large enough quantities to justify the 
use of s spreader. 
Thoro aw few farm er* even s t th te 
enlightened period who conserve att 
tike available plant 
food 00 
tbete­ 
ls ruin. There baa been much improve­ 
ment Along this line ainee the day* 
when barns were built without baiee- 
mecta and the m anure from the sta­ 
bles was throw n outside, there to leach 
through rum m er rain and w inter snow. 
Much of the richness of this exposed 
fertiliser Is soaked sw ay Into the sur­ 
rounding soil with the w ater from 
rain and snow. The land surrounding' 
these m anure piles w as often se satto-

rated with this w aste as to be unable 
to support plant life. The strength of 
this absorbed fertilizer was more than 
plants could feed upon and live. Ex­ 
periment has proved that m anure tho* 
exposed loses in a few months neurtj 
or quite half its value. 
With the building of barns w ith 
basement cellars a portion of this 
w aste w'as prevented, but much of the 
liquid is still lost on most farm s. Ce­ 
mented m anure cellars are the excep­ 
tion, yet they pay a big dividend on 
money invested. Cement is not expen­ 
sive. 
hand can be found on most 
farm s, or at least would cost little, and. 
any intelligent man can mix it and 
spread it. W ith a cemented cellar and 
a proper use of absorbents the liquid 
can be nearly all saved, and It is of 
more value than the solid, being more 
readily available for the use of plants. 
The illustration shows a m anure 
spreader being loaded at the barn. 


Sugar Beets and Beet Sugar. 
Though sugar can be extracted from 
many plants, the world’s supply of 
sugar comes a t present from only two 
plant specie*—sugar cane and sugar 
beets—and 
it comes about equally 
from each. Th* to n n er is grown only 
in tropical or aobtropical climates, 
the latter coly In tem perate climates. 
Th* groat bulk of the beet sugar 
consarned is made In European coun­ 
tries. Germany, Beasts, Austria-H un­ 
gary and Fr&noe betag the leading 
producers. 
But hi recent years the 
young and rapidly growing beet sugar 
industry of the United States has 
come into prom tuatara. There are now 
sixty-tour acrita* beet sugar factories 
In this country* located In sixteen dif­ 
ferent states. Last year the farm ers 
of thetas elates harvested about 885,000 
arses of boite a h i AsHrorfd to the 
factorise MHM** too* a f beeth From 
these Hearty 496,000 tons of refined 
sugar were roads. Th* yield of sugar 
par aero of beau was 2J834 pounds.
